He also saw his 
daughter Annie, whom he had 
not seen for 20 years, graduate 
from the Preston Royal Infirm­ 
ary in England. She is now 23 
and after completing a post­ 
graduate course in a maternity 
hospital, intends to marry.

A brother came from India 
and atfcn'ded ith'e family reunion. 
It was the first time in two de­ 
cades that Rltchie had seen him, 
too. After the Coronation, the 
local man sped to Aberdeen for 
the family gathering and later 
enjoyed' a motor bus trip thhi 
Scotland with his daughter.

Journey were seeing the King 
Inspect his guards enroute to 
Balmoral Castle "I took pic­ 
tures of His Majesty from a 
distance of only about 50 feet;

THREE PLANS PROPOSED FOR 
SIDEWALKS IN LOMITA

Three plans for obtaining side­ 
walks for Lomita probably will 
be placed before residents at a 
mass hireling in the near fu­ 
ture, members of the Lomitn 
Chamber of Commerce decided 
recently. The community's cam­ 
paign for walks has extended 
over a period of several years. 
They declare that the lack of 
walks has disqualified the dis­ 
trict for postal deliver}' service.

The plans as advanced by the 
street and highways committee 
of the chamber are: (1) For the 
WPA to supply labor and indi­ 
vidual property owners pay 
cash for materials; (2) The 
WPA to supply labor and bond 
property owners for the mater­ 
ials; or (31 Bond property own­ 
ers for the entire cost and let 
the work to a contractor.

A stipulation in the WPA 
grant of funds to communities 
to build sidewalks is that a pe­

titioning community must bo 
established us residential and 
51 percent improved as such.

Kstimute yossible C»st 
' The county counsel has ad­ 
vised that to bond the district 
would require from six months 
to a year to eonsumnate. Fed­ 
eral funds cannot be obtained, 
It is understood, unless two 
miles of residential property is 
available for improvement. An­ 
other stipulation is that the dis­ 
trict must have paved streets 
and curbs.

Materials cost for necessary 
sidewalks is estimated at about 
$35 for each 100 lineal feet, 
whfch is only five feet short of 
an acre frontage. Under the 
bond plan, with contingent in­ 
terest and expenses, the cost 
would be approximately $75 per 
acre, spread over a 10-year pe­ 
riod. Approximately half of the 
parcels in Lomita are acreages,
